Newspapers quoted investigators 
Sunday as saying a middle-aged man 
may have m asterm inded the 
elaborate July 15 kidnaping of 2b 
children and a bus driver. 
Madera County Sheriff Ed Bates 
also said it seemed “ logical ’ to as­ 
sume at least four people were in­ 
volved in the abduction. Noting the 
majority of the children were girls, 
Bates said the kidnaping gang might 
have included a woman to care lor 
them. 
Federal and local arrest warrants 
have been filed for Frederick N. 
Woods IV and James L. Schoenield, 
both 24. Woods' father owns the 
Livermore rock quarry where the 
children were held captive for 17 


hours in a buried moving van before 
they managed to escape. 
Schoenfeld’s 
22-year-old brother, 
Richard, surrendered Friday and is 
being held in the Alameda County 
Jail. 
“ We re definitely pursuing the pos­ 
sibility that there are other suspects 
in this case,” an investigator told the 
San Francisco Examiner. “ These 
others might be the brains behind tl» e 
whole thing 
The Oakland Tribune quoted a 
source close to the investigation as 
saying there is “ a possibility that an 
older male was involved in the kid­ 
naping, and there are some good 
leads to back it up. 
According to the victims, in­ 
cluding 55-year-old bus driver Ed 
Ray two of their captors were men 
in their 40s and 50s Authorities have 
refused to explain the obvious dis­ 
crepancies between the victims 
descriptions and the youthful appear­ 
ances of Woods and the Schoenfelds.

threatened a guard with a three-foot 
pipe before being shot to death. 
Washington police said the in­ 
truder, Chester M. Plummer, 30, 
raised the pipe 
in a threatening 
manner” and ignored repeated 
orders of an Executive Protective 
Service guard to halt on the White 
House lawn Sunday night. 
The guard, Pvt. Chales A. Garland, 
fired a single shot that hit Plummer 
in the upper left chest and felled him 
about 60 feet from the eight-foot 
fence he had scaled along Pennsylva­ 
nia Avenue. 
Plummer’s name was not in­ 
cluded on a list of about 36,000 
persons considered a potential threat 
to government officials, said special 
agent Lewis McCTam of the Secret 
Service. He said the agency is un 
aware of any grievance Plummer 
might have had against the govern­ 
ment. 
“ We re trying to find out the pur­ 
pose, the reasoning' of the incident, 
McClam said. 
Plummer’s father. Clarence M. 
Plummer Sr., identified his son s 
body at the hospital. Plummer told a 
reporter he was a District ol Colum 
bia government guard and said: “ I 
don t know what happened ' 


A resident of an apartment house 
where Plummer lived for a time 
described him as a “ loner' who was 
little known to others in the 
neighborhood. 
The police said Plummer, a 30- 
vear-old Washington cab driver, 
reportedly had a criminal record, 
but was not involved in any previous 
intrusions on the White House 
grounds. 
A police sergeant said Plummer s 
motive was unknown After talking 
with P lum m er’s parents, the 
sergeant said. “ He never indicated 
to them he had any qualms with the 
President." Plummer, a bachelor, 
was estranged from his parents, he 
added. 
Secret Service spokesman Jack 
Warner, asked whether the incident 
would cause any security changes at 
the White House, replied, “ We con­ 
stan tly

our ‘secu rity 
procedures and find no problems 
with the outer perimeter at this 
tim e” 
The White House recently in­ 
stalled crash-proof gates costing 
$550,000 A man crashed into the old 
gates in a car on Christmas Day 19 74, 
and in February 1973 an AWOL 
soldier landed a helicopter on the 
White House lawn amid a hail of 
bullets from guards. Last November 
an unarmed intruder came within a 
few feet of Susan Ford, the 


President’s daughter, on the first of 
his three illicit entries onto the 
grounds. 
But no previous incident resulted 
in death or serious injury 
A dispatcher at the Red Top t ab 
Co in Arlington. Va , where Plum­ 
mer worked, said, “ He was really a 
nice guy. He was quiet.

known whether Ford heard the shot, 
but White House spokesmen say he 
was informed of the incident. 
An ambulance squad tried to 
revive Plummer with heart massage 
on the White House lawn He stopped 
breathing en route to G eorg e 
Washington Hospital, where efforts 
to revive him continued 
He was 
pronounced dead at 11:05 p.m., about 
9 0 minutes after the shooting 
Several women staging a summer- 
long vigil outside the White House 
for the Equal Rights Amendment 
said they noticed the man walking 
nervously around the White House 
area with the pipe in his hand for 
about 45 minutes before the shooting 
“ He’d sit down, cross the street 
and come back, climb up on the rails 
and look in for a while and sit down, 
said Barbara Janifer. IB, of Seat 
Pleasant, Md , who was part of the 
vigil.

W A SH IN G TO N (A P ) - As 
negotiations in the California can­ 
nery workers’ strike continue, 
Republican presidential candidate 
Ronald Reagan is urging President 
Ford to impose a cooling-off period 
in the dispute, which could imperil 
California’s vast fruit harvest. 
The two sides in the ft-day-old 
strike spent 13 hours with an official 
of the Federal Mediation and Con­ 
ciliation Service on Sunday, and the 
talks were scheduled to resume this 
morning. A mediation service 
spdcesman had no report on whether 
negotiators made progress Sunday. 


Reagan, a former governor of 
California, urged Ford on Sunday to 
invoke the Taft-Hartley Act im­ 
mediately in the strike. 


Reagan said the walkout “ at the 
peak of fruit harvesting season 
threatens to bring disaster to 
California agriculture and fuel a new 
round of inflated food prices.” 


“ I respectfully request him to act 
now in the national interest,” 
Reagan said in a statement directed 
at his GOP rival. 
There was no immediate response 
from the White House. 


After Saturday’s lengthy round of 
talks, the chief federal mediator said 
the discussion was centering on 
money. 
Late Saturday Jam es Scearce, 
national director of the mediation 
service, said he had “ asked both 
sides to review their positions in the 
light of the proposals already 
made.” 
Scearce said the marathon 
negotiations have solved many non­ 
economic issues. “ We are now to the 
hard core economic issues,” he ad­ 
ded.

LOS AN G ELES (AP) - New­ 
spaper heiress Patricia Hearst was 
due in court briefly today to set a 
new date for her trial on criminal 
charges that include assault, robbery 
and kidnaping. 
The trial previously had been 
scheduled to l^gin today. But it was 
postponed when she was ordered to 
continue a psychiatric evaluation be­ 
ing conducted to help determine her 
sentence on a bank robbery convic­ 
tion in San Francisco. 
U.S. District Court Judge William 
Orrick has extended her stay at tlie 
Metropolitan tkirrectional Center in 
San Diego until Oct. 7, so 
presumably her trial will begin after 
that. 


The hearing was to be held in the 
same courtroom as the trial, now be­ 
ing conducted, of Miss Hearst’s 
former companions and codefen­ 
dants, William and Em ily Harris, 
Superior Court Judge Mark 
Brandler, who is hearing the Harris 
case, planned to recess their trial 
briefly upon Miss Hearst’s arrivaL 
Superior Court Judge W illiam 
Ritzi has been assigned to handle the 
proceedings in Miss Hearst s case. 
Her appearance comes in the 
midst of a controversy about the 
validity of a tape recording of the 
Harrises and Miss Hearst which the 
prosecution hopes to enter as 
evidence against the Harrises. The 
defense has questioned the tape's 


authenticity and argued the prosecu­ 
tion cannot prove it has not been 
altered.

SACRAM ENTO (A P ) - The 
proposed Parks Bar Dam on the 
Yuba River would force the reloca­ 
tion of 340 persons and take 19,500 
acres off the Yuba County tax rolls, 
says a draft environmental impact 
report. 
The preliminary report was sent to 
a number of organizatims over the 
weekend by the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers.

The $734 million project was 
authorized in 1966 for the Yuba River 
about 12 miles east of Marysville.

All served under Johnson 
On Sunday, the Carters escorted 
the Móndales to Sunday school and 
church, a family picnic in a tree- 
shaded churchyard, and a softball 
game between reporters and the 
Secret Service. 
Since Mondale arrived in Plains 
late Saturday night. Carter has stresr 
sed his compatibility with his vicer 
presidential running mate and his asr 
sertion that the liberal Minnesota 
senator w ill be accepted in the South 
“ There’s no doubt in my mind that 
his acceptance in the South will be 
equally as enthusiastic and as friend­ 
ly as mine has been in the North,'’ 
Carter told a cheering crowd of 
about 3(X) who turned out to greet 
Mondale and his wife Joan at the 
Plains train depot Saturday. 
The 48-year-old senator attended 
the Sunday school class Carter 
teaches in the basement of the Plains 
Baptist Church, and heard Carter 
say; “ If we have faith in Jesus, if we 
believe that he is willing to take the 
punishment for our sins, we can be 
right in God's eyes, just as though 
we’ve never sinned.”

Carter Spann, 29, a nephew of 
Democratic presidential candidate 
Jim m y Carter, is a California con­ 
vict serving 10 years to life in prison 
for two armed rdtiberies^ the San 
Francisco Chronicle reported today. 
An officer at the San Francisco 
County Ja il said Spann was serving 
his sentence at the state prison 
facility at Vacaville, but was 
currently kept at the jail here as a 
material witness in another robbery 
case. 
The Chronicle in a copyrighted 
story gave this account; 


Records show that Spann has been 
in and out of California prisons since 
1969 when he first moved here from 
the east. 
“ Coming out here was like stepp­ 
ing off the ground onto a carousel.” 
Spann said of his first days in Los 
Angeles. 
He was first Jailed after con­ 
victions for car th^ft and burglary in 
Los Angeles County, paroled in 1971, 
then returned to prison in 1972 for 
parole violations including posses­ 
sion of a weapon, failure to report to 
his parole officer and reckless driv­ 
ing, the state Department of Correc­ 


tions reported. 
Spann testified in San Francisco 
Superior Court last week that while 
in San Quentin Prison from 1972 to 
1975 he commenced a homosexual 
relationship with another inmate, 
James Yarborough. The rela­ 
tionship was continued after their 
release. 
Spann said he had told his mother 
and Carter’s sister, Gloria Spann, be 
had received death threats in prison 
when it was le a ri^ he planned to 
testify as a prosecution witness. 
“ She told me ‘We’re too involved 
in this campaign’ to help.. .she told 


me to live my own life...” Spann 
said in the interview. 
The candidate’s press secretary, 
Rex Granum, told the Chronicle that 
he would not comment on Spann’s 
complaints of death theats. 
“ It’s not the role of the cam pai^ 
to speak on behalf of the candidate’s 
sister,” he said. 
Spann went back into prison last 
month after his conviction for two 
San Francisco armed robberies in 
March, including a $60 stickup from 
a Market Street tavern. The second 
robbery involved the stickup of two 
rooming house employes for an un­ 


specified amount of cash 
Spann 
pleaded guilty to both offenses. He 
was sentenced May 26. 
Spann said in the interview that at 
the time of the robberies be was “ so 
high on speed and heroin that I 
couldn’t remember what had hap­ 
pened. It was like I was on a roller 
coaster.” 
Prison records show that Spaim 
was treated in a prison hospital for 
drug addiction in 1974. 
Spann said that before his move to 
California he had spent mc»t of his 
childhood on the Carter fam ily 
peanut farm in Plains, Ga. 


He was born in Americus, GC, 
near Plains, the only child of Glorik 
Carter and her first husband^ 
William Hardy. When they divorced, 
young W illiam ’s name was changed 
to Carter, and he lived with his 
grandparents, Lillian and James 
Earl CartOT, until 1951 when Mrs. 
Carter m arried farmer Waited 
Spann, who adopted the boy 
Commenting about his 1969 mov«e 
to Los Angeles, Spaim ruefully UM 
the Llironicle, “ That was one of ray 
biggest mistakes. I need to be some­ 
place where things are a little sino- 
pler.”

Accord ing to Marie, ju st before the 
shooting the two v isiting child ren 
had argu ed with Jeffrey and a 
play mate abou t the y ou nger child ren 
poking holes in the Krau sch s front 
lawn 


The Krau sch family liv es arou nd 
the comer from the Barcroft family 
and the hou se where the two u nid en­ 
tified child ren were v isiting 


As far as the shooting itself, Marie 
said , “ I d on’t think the little boy 
knew what he was d oing” 


“ He d id n’t ev en say nothing to 
Jeff.” Marie said “He ju st pointed 
the gu n. His brother cocked it and 
the little boy pu lled the trigger.” 


The mortally wou nd ed boy fell 
against the sid e of his hou se. 
Barcroft said he ju mped to his feet 


and screamed at the two y ou nger 
boy s, who ran insid e the home they 
were v isiting. 


B arcroft then called an am ­ 
bu lance as the y ou ngster’s mother 
crad led her son’s head , sobbing, “Oh 
my baby ” 


“ Jeff and I were real good friend s 
We went to the same school and 
ev ery thing.” the girl said . 


A spokesman for the city state's 
attorney said no charges wou ld be 
filed against the gu n’s owner The 
spokesman wou ld not elaborate.

ABERDEEN. Md . (AP) - The 
steel helmet that World War II GIs 
u sed to cook rations and wash their 
socks is going the way of the cannon 
ball and Gatling gu n 
In emergencies, the old helmet had 
also serv ed as a fox hole d igger. 
Researchers at the Army ’s Hu man 
Bngineering Laboratory here hav e 
d ev eloped a sy nthetic helmet which 
resembles a cross between what a 
German World War II helmet and 
and the protectiv e head gear now 
worn by motorcy clists. 
Lab officials insist it was not 
mod eled after the German helmet, 
bu t its d ev elopers hav e d u bbed it 
“ Fritz” becau se it has a protectiv e 
skirt cov ering the back of the neck 
The d esign is an attem pt to prov id e 
more protection and to make the 
helmet fit more comfortably by 
shifting the center of grav ity 
backward and toward the center of 
the head , an Army spokesman said . 
Final testing of the new helmet is 
sched u led for the fall. The Army 
hopes to hav e it in reg?ilar issu e by 
1#8 0 
The six y ear d ev elopm ent 
project has cost $2.5 million. 
Cntics of the old helmet complain 
that it is heav y , u ncomfortable and 
u nwield y . Unlike the new head gear, 
the old steel helmet comes in one 
size with a plastic helmet liner. 
•Dev eloped in the 1930’s, the old 
helmet is mad e of Had field steel 
alloy and weighs 5 6 ou nces. Its 
replacement will weigh between 47 
ou nces and 5 3 ou nces, d epend ing on 
skze, and will be mad e either of 
Kev lar, a su bstance d esigned by Du ­ 
Pont to replace steel cord s in 
au tomobile tires, or fiber glass. 
In 1941, the steel pot su cceed ed the

“ None were d ead when they first 
were fou nd , bu t all appeared sick and 
d y ing, ' Ralph said “ Most d ied by 
this morning, bu t some are still 
aliv e.” 
Ralph, based in Key West, said 
commu nciations with Coast Gu ard 
personnel on the Dry Tortu gas, abou t 
72 miles west of Key West, were 
d ifficu lt and fu rther d etails were not 
immed iately av ailable. 
Last Thu rsd ay , fiv e animals at 
first believ ed to be pilot w’hales bu t 
later id entified as false killer whales 
beached them selv es near Fort 
My ers, abou t 150 miles northeast of 
the Dr>’ Tortu gas. 
One d ied , bu t rescu ers were able to 
sav e the other fou r. The su rv iv ing 
whales were taken to a marine at­ 
traction where they were reported in 
good health. 
A week earlier, 25 spinner d olphins 
d ied in a m ass beaching near 
Sarasota, 5 0 miles farther north of 
the Gu lf Coast. 
Ex perts hav e theorized that a 
parasitic infection is affecting the 
sensitiv e sonar d ev ices that the 
mammals possess. Bu t no conclu siv e 
cau se of the beachings has been 
d etermined . Pollu tion has been ru led 
ou t becau se these creatu res liv e too 
far ou t to sea to be affected by man- 
mad e irritants 
Pilot whales are porpoises that 
v ary in length from 14 to 21 feet and 
weigh between .75 and 2.5 tons. They 
trav el in schools which can contain 
as many as sev eral hu nd red mem­ 
bers. 
False killer whales are porpoise- 
like mammals that weight between 
1,000 aid 2,000 pou nd s.

WASHINGTON (A P) - 
The Russians have suf­ 
fered their third straight 
failure this year in testing 
a 
satellite-destroying 
system, U.S. intelligence 
sources report. 
The latest failure oc­ 
curred July 21 when a Rus­ 
sian Hunter satellite failed 
to stay in orbit, the sources 
say. 
A cco rd in g to U .S . 
specialists, the Hunter 
satellite was sent up to try 
to destroy Russia’s Cos­ 
mos 839 satellite which had 
been lofted into orbit 12 
days earlier. 
American analysts say 
they do not know what is 
causing Russia’s apparent 
technical problems. 
The Russian effort to 
develop an operational 
anti-satellite system dates 
back about 10 years and 
has proceeded in fits and 
starts. 
There were only five 
successful launchings out 
of more than 20 attempts 
before testing halted in 
1971. Soviet flight tests re­ 
sumed in February and all 
three attempts since then 
have been flops, U.S. in­ 
telligence sources say. 
The Russian satellite 
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destroyer is said to be a 
vehicle about 20 feet long, 
weighing about 2Mi tons at 
launch. 
Equipped with five main 
rocket engines for making 
orbital adjustments and 
maneuvering, the intercep­ 
tor is believed capable of 
closing in on its target at 
the rate of 1,300 feet per se­ 
cond. Experts say it can 
come within 100 feet or less 
of the target satellite 
before exploding on radio 
command from the ground. 
Intercepts have been made 
at altitudes between 120 
and 550 nautical miles, 
U.S. sources say. 
Th ere a re obvious 
military advantages to be­ 
ing able to knock down or 
blind an o p p o n en t’s 
intelligence-gathering 
satellite. Spy satellites us­ 
ing cameras, infra-red sen­ 
sors and various other 
monitoring devices are 
particularly important to 
the United States as a 
means of keeping track of 
missile tests, deployments 
and other military develop­ 
ments inside Russia. 
Of special concern are 
U.S. satellites on guard 
against possible Russian 
missile attack. 
Dr. Malcolm Currie, the 
Pentagon’s research chief, 
said last winter that “ we 
are very concerned about 
satellite vulnerability.” He

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
A University of California 
economist says federally 
funded jobs programs do 
provide a quick pick-me-up 
in times of recession. 
M ichael 
W isem an’s 
findings may reassure con­ 
gressmen who last Thurs­ 
day overrode President 
Ford’s veto of a $4 billion 
federal jobs bill. 
H ow ever, Wisem an 
based his study not on the 
jobs included in the new 
public works bill, but on a 
$1.6 billion federal pro­ 
gram that created jobs at 
the city and state levels in 
1974 and 1975. 
Wiseman, who teaches at 
the University of Califor­ 
nia at Berkeley, reached 
no firm conclusion on 
whether job programs 
provide more lift to the 
economy than alternative 
antirecession moves, such 
as increased tax incentives 
in the private sector to ex­ 
pand employment. 
But he found that the 
vast majority of the jobs 
created with federal funds 
would not have existed 
otherwise; over 80 per cent 
of the persons hired had 
not been receiving even un­ 
employment benefits, and 
a third of them were blacks 
and other minorities, who 
have been hit hardest by 
unemployment. 
Most important, ac­ 
cording to Wiseman, the 
programs proved the 
government can create a 
quarter-million jobs within 
six months. 


At the height of the 
programs in late 1975, 


about 360.000 persons were 
employed at an average 
salary of about $8,000 a 
year. There were 8 million 
unemployed at that time. 
Among the drawbacks 
cited by Wiseman were 
that one-fifth of those hired 
already had jobc, ac­ 
cording to one study. Also, 
about 10 per cent of the 
jobs would have been 
created anyway by local 
governments without the 
federal subsidy. And he 
found that unskilled people 
benefited least from the 
program 
The Brookings Institu­ 
tion released Wiseman's 
study Sunday in one of its 
periodic reports on the 
economy 
His findings prompted 
Arthur M Okun. a senior 
Brookings fellow 
and 
onetime chief economic 
adviser to President 
Lyndon B. Johnson, to 
raise his estimate of the 
value of the public jobs 
program. 
“ I think I started out 
with a pretty skeptical 
view.’’ commented Okun 
Now, judging the program 
on an academic basis, “ I ’d 
give it a B .’’

drink provided by bis 
employer. 
It costs $6 a day to hire a 
water buffalo, frequently 
used in agricultural or con­ 
struction projects. This 
condition represents un­ 
finished business for the 
Egyptian revolution of 24 
years ago, one of whose 
basic aims was to make a 
man worth more than an 
animal 
Struggling to propel the 
country out of poverty, the

ERS: It n ev er bothered me 
that I’v e alway s been a 
n ail-biter u n til I met an d 
fell in lov e with a boy . 
Now, I’m embarrassed 
becau se my han ds alway s 
look so terrible. He’s n ev er 
said an y thin g bu t some­ 
times I catch him lookin g 
at my fin g ers. I also ru n 
my fin g ers throu g h my 
hair an d pu ll it. An d this 
draws atten tion to my 
han ds, makin g matters 
worse. I do wan t to be 
liked. Try in g to break 
these habits on ly makes 
me n erv ou s. What can I 
do? - W. R. 


Dear W. R.: Usu ally 
n ail-bitin g an d hair- 
twistin g or pu llin g are 
sy mptoms of an x iety an d 
n erv ou sn ess. You wan t to 
stop these habits which are 
a man ifestation of y ou r 
n erv ou sn ess, bu t y ou wan t 
to g et rid of the n er­ 
v ou sn ess too. Sometimes 
the root of the problem an d 
the sy mptoms are so in ter­ 
twin ed that it’s difficu lt to 
tell where on e stops an d 
the other beg in s. 
First, observ e what 
situ ation s are apt to trig g er 
the n ail-bitin g or hair-tu g ­ 
g in g . Write these down an d 
fin d way s that will make 
y ou feel more comfortable 
in these situ ation s. This 
will take time. Rig ht n ow, 
su bstitu te a less offen siv e 
habit. In stead of bitin g 
y ou r n ails, pu sh y ou r han ds 
to y ou r sides an d clen ch 
y ou r fists. 
Then jot down the action s 
that accompan y or con ­ 
ceal the n ail-bitin g . If y ou 
cu p y ou r han ds for in ­ 
stan ce, an d hold it n ear 
y ou r face, try formin g a 
cou n ter-habit. Gettin g rid 
of the accompan y in g ac­ 
tion , su ch as cu ppin g y ou r 
han d n ear y ou r face, will 
help y ou av oid n ail-bitin g . 


You r han d won ’t be n ear 
y ou r face an d y ou will be 
forced to thin k before 
liftin g it to y ou r mou th. 
An aly ze an d break u p the 
sequ en ce of ev en ts that 
lead to the n ail-bitin g . 
When y ou become more 
aware of what y ou ’re do­ 
in g , y ou ’ll fin d it easier to 
con trol y ou r behav ior. 
At the start of the chain 
of action s that lead to n ail- 
bitin g , beg in the competin g 
action — clen chin g y ou r 
fist, cou n tin g to 10, 
reachin g for a pen cil. Let a 
frien d in on y ou r campaig n 
an d practice with her. Pre­ 
ten d y ou ’re in a situ ation 
where y ou r habit wou ld oc­ 
cu r an d thin k of how y ou ’re 
g oin g to react in a n ew 
way . Don 't hesitate to ask 
frien ds to remin d y ou if 
y ou slip, an d keep n otes so 
y ou 'll kn ow what situ ation s 
are likely to make y ou 
resu me the old habits. 
These are on ly su g g es­ 
tion s for alterin g the sy mp­ 
toms of an x iety . What is 
perhaps more importan t is 
in creasin g y ou r self-esteen 
an d dev elopin g y ou r poten ­ 
tial. If y ou u n derstan d an d 
appreciate y ou rself, others 
will like y ou . 


DEAR DR. BROTH­ 
ERS. My hu sban d kids ou r 
15-y ear-old son becau se he 
doesn ’t like to date g irls.

Dear T.T.: You r hu sban d 
may n ot realize that when 
he “kids’’ his son as y ou 
describe, he’s behav in g in 
an ag g ressiv e, hostile man ­ 
n er. Teasin g u su ally car­ 
ries a certain amou n t of 
an g er an d the person who 
is teased is the v ictim. This 
can damag e the relation ­ 
ship between father an d 
son becau se n o on e en joy s 
bein g the bu tt of a joke or 
the object of lau g hter. 
Children n eed to ex ten d, 
rather than shorten tbeir 
childhood. 
Psy cholog ical­ 
ly , the y ou n g adolescen t is 
still a child an d there's n o 
way to ru sh his emotion al 
matu ration . If he’s pu shed 
in to g rowin g u p too fast, he 
may remain a child. 
It wou ld be wise to en ­ 
cou rag e y ou r hu sban d to 
ex amin e his own motiv es 
more closely when he tries 
to pu sh his son in to prema­ 
tu re datin g . It is qu ite n or­ 
mal for a 15-y ear-old to

Syrian producer takes Peckinpah's 
advice, feels his epic will be hit 


LOS AN G ELES (AP) - 
The gospel according to 
Sam Peckinpah. “ If you 
want to become a film 
maker, don’t screw around 
with menial jobs. Start af 
the top: be a producer- 
director and make your 
own film .” 
Once a film student at 
U C L A 
and 
U SC , 
Moustapha Akkad fol­ 
lowed the advice of the 
hardbitten Peckinpah. The 
result is the $17 million 
epic “ Mohammad — Mes­ 
senger of God,” which 
Akkad produced and di­ 
rected through a series of 
troubles that would have 
frayed the nerves of a Job. 
“ But I think it has been 
worth it,” said Akkad, 
making final cuts for the 
July 29 premiere in London 
“ There are 700 million 
Moslems in the world, and 
there is great interest in 
the Middle East for the 
film. 
“ There is also a curiosity 
about the title and the sub­ 
ject in the West My pic­ 
ture won t be a Jaws,' but 
I think it will be well 
received here 
There 
seems to be a return to 
spirituality today, as the 
machine is taking over. I 
think people in the western 
world will be interested in 
learning about the Moslem 


religion. Nobody here 
knows that Islam believes 
in Christ, in Noah, and all 
the prophets, in the 
virginity of Mary.’’ 
Not that “ Mohammad — 
Messenger of God ’ is a 
religious tract. It is a full- 
scale 
spectacle with 
Anthony Quinn as the 
warrior-disciple Hamza, 
Michael Ansara as Meccan 
leader Bu-Sofvan, Irene 
Papas as his wife, plus the 
Demillean cast of thou­ 
sands. 
Moustapha Akkad was 
born 43 years ago in Alep­ 
po, Syria, attended the 
American college there 
and came to California to 
learn film making. After 
graduating he learned the 
bitter truth of 1950s 
Hollywood: there were no 
jobs for film students. 
Then he found work with 
Peckinpah on “ Ride the 
High Country” and learned 
the invaluable advice. 
Akkad produced and 
directed 
TV documen­ 
taries, 
notably “ Cesar’s 
W o r l d ’ ’ 
w ith 
C esa r 
Romero Then in 1970 the 
film maker decided to go 
for broke. He commis­ 
sioned British writer H. A. 
L. Craig ( “ Waterloo” ) to 
w rite a script about 
Mohammad. 
“ We had one major

problem: 
the Islamic 
religion 
forbids 
the 
portrayal of Mohammad,” 
said Akkad. “ I solved that 
by having the camera act 
as the eyes of Mohammad. 
He is never seen, nor does 
he speak, but you feel his 
presence as the action 
swirls around him.” 
Financing the film was 
the easiest part, Akkad 
claimed. The initial $10 
m illio n cam e “ from 
sources in the United 
States, Kuwait, Saudi 
Arabia, Libya and Moroc­ 
co.” Akkad had an am­ 
bitious plan: to make two 
versions simultaneously, 
one with an English- 
speaking cast, the other 
Arabic. That was one of the 
factors that stretched the 
budget to the breaking 
point. 
A $700,000 replica of 
Mecca was thrown up near 
Marrakesh, Morocco, and 
Akkad began filming in 
late 1974. Progress was 
slow. He was working with 
40 members of each cast, 
crowds of 5.000, a 300- 
person crew that included 


28 nationalities, filming en­ 
tirely on location amid 
sandstorms and other mis­ 
haps of nature.

“ I didn’t realize how 
much longer the Arabic 
version would take,” said 
the film maker. “ The 
Arabic Language is much 
more flowery, and the ac­ 
tors are more dramatic 
with their gestures.” 


The severest blow came 
when the film makers were 
expelled from Morocco 
because, said Akkad, “ K- 
ing Hassan had been pres­ 
sured by religious ex­ 
tremists who threatened 
trouble because of the 
film .” Mecca and the en­ 
tire “ Mohammav” com­ 
pany was moved by rail, 
air and boat to Tripoli in 
Libya, where the movie 
was completed in May 
1975. 


Akkad finished post­ 
production in London, and 
Maurice Jarre ( “ Law ­ 
rence of Arabia” and “ Dr 
Zhivago” ) composed the 
score. He had to stretch his 
music for the Arabic ver­ 
sion, which runs 20 min­ 
utes longer than the Eng­ 
lish-language three hours. 
Akkad is now negotiating 
for distributors in the west­ 
ern world, plans to release 
it with his own organiza­ 
tion in Lslamic countries. 


LaS AN G ELES (AP) - 
George Carlin has this kind 
of mind. “ Ever noticed,” 
he asks, “ there aren’t 
many guys in China named 
Rusty?” A short pause. 
“ Guess the name never 
caught on over there. ...” 
In September, the 39- 
year-old comic starts a 13- 
week gig on CBS’ “ Tony 
Orlando and Dawn.” doing 
a five-minute monologue 
each week. The one-hour 
variety series appears in 
“ family viewing ’ time. 
Those who ve only seen 
Carlin in concert, discuss­ 
ing such things as dope, 
bodily functions and how 
dirty words lose shock 
value, might consider his 
coming job coronary time 
for the CBS censor. 

For one thing, 
the show is taped and tape 
can he edited For another, 
Carlin is a veteran guest 
performer on TV. He 
knows discretion is the bet­ 
ter part of a return engage­ 
ment.

Carlin, who started in 
comedy doing gags for pals 
on New York’s West Side, 
used to be what's called a 
cuff-link comic, working 
top night clubs, doing safe. 
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noncontroversial routines 
for big bucks. 
He wore a suit and tie 
then. In 1970, when the na­ 
tion seethed with youthful 
protest over the Vietnam 
war and lesser causes, he 
began casing his largely 
older, middle-class au­ 
dience and pondered. 
He concluded they 
w eren ’t for him 
He 
started doing stuff that 
then was a no-no for top 
. night clubs — drugs, race. 
Vietnam. He deliberately 
antagonized 
patrons, 
burned his bridges and 
headed home. 
W'hen he began what he 
calls his “ changes," the 
money was much less than 
what he’d earned in the 
saloons 
of

e s­ 
tablishment. he conceded 
“But 1 knew in my heart 
all the other stuff would 
work out later,” said 
Carlin, who lists hjs oc­ 
cupation as “ foole” — Old 
English for jester 
“ The money follows if 
you do the thing you love- 
and do it well.”

The Pomona school district’s 
proposed 1976-77 $37 million publica­ 
tion budget will be reviewed at a 
special meeting of the school board 
Tuesday at 7:30 p.m. at the Diamond 
Point Elementary School in Dia­ 
mond Bar. 
Other items to be considered by 
the board are the possible appoint­ 
ment of a principal at Pomona High

programs, and a proposal that board 
meetings be rotated at locations 


throughout the district. 
Also the board will be asked to

and Emergency School Aid Act 
(ESAA ) programs pending approval 
of applications for the 1976-77 school 
year. 
Administrators also will recom­ 
mend that Henry F. Dalton, coor­ 
dinator of the bilingual task force in 
San Bernardino County Schools, be 
retained to test and certify to the 
proficiency in Spanish of teachers 
seeking the bilingual-bicultural 


specialist credential. Cost of his ser­

A salary schedule for hourly

Dear Edito r; 
I wo nder if Ms 
Dancer o f La 
Verne realizes the disserv ice she is 
do ing 
M ex ican-Am ericans by ad­ 
v o cating fo r them the self-im po sed 
apartheid o f a separate language and 
a separate culture? 
The reaso n mo st co mmo nly giv en 
fo r the failure o f certain Mex ican- 
Americans to take their rightful 
place in o ur so ciety is igno rance o f 
its language. If this is true then ho w 
can it be o f benefit to Mex ican* 
American children to « nco urage 
them in the use o f a lanajage which 
is no t that o f the majo rity o f the peo ­ 
ple with who m they will be in clo se 
co ntact thro ugho ut their liv es? 
By this I do no t mean that they 
sho uld be depriv ed o f the language o f 
their ancesto rs. The adv antages, 
bo th cultural and material, o f being 
bilingual are o bv io us. But I do mean 
that o ur public scho o ls are no t 
o bligated to take o v er the respo n­ 
sibilities o f parents who sho uld, lo ng 
befo re they enter scho o l, teach their 
children the language o f the clas­ 
sro o m and play gro unds they will 
share with o ther y o ung Americans. 
Children 
who are unfo rtunate 
eno ugh to co me fro m ho mes where 
o ur language is no t spo ken sho uld, o f 
co urse, hav e special help. But this 
help sho uld be in English, no t in 
Spanish. Teaching pro grams o r best- 
bo o ks which make them any mo re 
dependent upo n a language which 
has already pro v en inadequate fo r 
their needs can make o f them aliens 
in their o wn co untry . 
No do ubt Ms. Dancer will reply 
that there are parents who hav e no 
English to pass o n to their children. 
But who se fault is this? Fo r any o ne 
who wants to learn o ur language 
there are adult educatio n co urses. In 
o ur o wn area there is the v ital 
E nglish pro gram which brings 
teachers into the ho me itself. 
Parents who refuse to learn the 
language o f the co untry they liv e in 
hav e o nly themselv es to blame if 
their children are at a disadv antage 
in the scho o ls o f that co untry 
Perhaps if they were to do o therwise 
there wo uld be fewer high scho o l 
dro p-o uts wasting their time in cars 
plastered with La Raza signs and 
Mex ican flags 
Ms. Dancer speaks o f the pride the 
United States has alway s taken in 
“ the div ersity o f its racial gro ups 
as tho ugh Americans prefer the 1m- 


m igr a n ts w ho c h e r is h th e ir 
fo reigness by keeping to themselv es 
in alien enclav es lest they lo se what 
she terms their “ uniqueness” and 
“ co nfo rm to a single cultural stan­ 
dard.” 
Perso nally I feel that we hav e far 
mo re reaso n to be pro ud o f tho se who 
hav e added to o ur American way o f 
life the best in their o wn while taking 
fo r themselv es (and gladly !) the best 
in o urs. 
Ms. Dancer quo tes freely fro m the 
18 4 « Treaty o f Guadulupe-Hidalgo 
to o freely it seem s to me when I 
recall that when I read that do cu­ 
m ent in the N atio nal A rchiv es 
museum a few mo nths ago I failed to 
see the clause which, acco rding to 
her, entitles Mex ican American 
children to special fo o d in scho o l 
cafeterias. She wo uld hav e us believ e 
that its terms remain “ so rely un­ 
fulfilled ” 


But I hav e liv ed a lifetime amo ng 
the descendants o f the peo ple to 
who m the Treaty Of Gy adaiupe o f­ 
fered full citizenship and all the 
rights o f Americans and fo und that 
the greater number o f tho se who ac­ 
cepted that o ffer and claimed tho se 
rights by beco ming lo y al Americans 
are, ex cept fo r their Spanish sur­ 
names, indistinguishable fro m their 
fello w Califo rnians. No r has it been 
necessary fo r them to sacrifice 
either their Spanish language o r 
their Latin culture. 


Ms. Dancer also takes ex ceptio n to 
the fact that Mrs. Becker o bjects to 
the use o f Spamsh-English ballo ts, 
stating that she “ can think o f no 
reaso n o ther than bigo try o r a mis­ 
placed sense o f impo rtance fo r any 
perso n being insulted by their use.” 
1 am no t bigo ted no r do I suffer fro m 
a misplaced sense o f impo rtance and 
y et 1 agree with Mrs. Becker. No in­ 
div idual who has so little interest in 
the co untry he liv es in that he do es 
no t ev en bo ther to learn its language 
has a right to cast a v o te in the deter­ 
mining o f its affairs. I am no t “ in­ 
sulted” as Mrs. Becker say s that she 
was at the sight o f such a dual ballo t 
but I wo uld be if I were a Mex ican- 
Ainerican. Why , o f all the ethnic 
gro ups, sho uld his be singled o ut as 
being the o ne that canno t o r will no t 
learn to read English? 
Ms. Dancer is v ery articulate and 
seems info rmed o n many subjects, 
so much so , that 1 wo uld like to apply 


to her fo r so me info rmatio n. She 
speaks o f ‘‘Numero us co untries” 
which hav e “ fo r y ears suppo rted 
bilingual 
and ev en 
multilingual 
pro grams. ” Will she be so kind as to 
giv e me the names o f these co untries 
and tell me whether o r no t such co m­ 
mendable pro grams are suppo rted, 
as o ur suppo sedly faulty o nes are, by 
public funds. Also I wo uld like to 
kno w if these o ther-than-nativ e 
languages are included in the 
curriculum because they are ex ­ 
pected to enrich the student cultural­ 
ly , giv e him a practical adv antage in 
the business and pro fessio nal wo rlds, 
o r b ecau se a m ino rity gro up 
“ d em an d s” (th e wo rd is Ms. 
Dancer’s) their inclusio n. 
I am especially interested in hear­ 
ing abo ut this pro gram in Mex ico . I 
hav e trav eled the length and breadth 
o f that co untry , with mo re than a 
casual to urist s interest, and y et 
nev er o nce heard o f a public sup­ 
po rted scho o l that o ffered English 
co urses fo r the so le benefit o f an 
American mino rity . English in Mex ­ 
ican scho o ls is an electiv e co urse, as 
Spanish is in o urs, and is designed fo r 
the Mex ican who wants it (and can 
affo rd it) fo r his o wn perso nal 
enrichment o r because it will be o f 
use to him in earning his liv ing 
Ano ther questio n, and this o ne 
abo ut the Black Studies pro gram 
with which Ms 
Dancer was as­ 
so ciated in Michigan; was this 
v aluable cultural pro gram co nducted 
in English’o r in o ne o r mo re African 
languages? Wo uld the use o f the 
lan gu ages 
o f 
their 
a n cesto rs 
(presuming that mo st o f the class 
w as b la ck ) h av e co n trib u ted 
any thing to the meaningfulness o f 
the co urse - and had the students 
demanded that it be taught in these 
languages wo uld Ms. Dancer co n­ 
sider their “ demands” v alid o nes7 
And abo ut o ur “ biased” histo ry 
bo o ks with which, altho ugh I am 
so mething o f a reader my self, Ms 
Dancer seem s mo re familiar than I, 
is there in print (ev en if no t in use in

Third Wo rld American, namely , 
Blacks, Latino s, Nativ e Americans 
(Indians), and Asian Americans7 If 
such a bo o k ex ists I wo uld like to 
read it.

The war o f nerv es o v er the 
Republican presidential no minatio n 
has reached its final stages. 
The public, caught up in the 
drama, is watching in fascinatio n as 
Gerald Fo rd and Ro nald Reagan 
struggle fo r the last few delegates. 
There hav e been bitter, co nflicting 
claims fro m bo th camps. 
But in the backro o ms o f President 
Fo rd’s campaign headquarters, his 
to p po litical strategists are behav ing 
as if the no minatio n has already been 
wo n, They hav e turned their atten­ 
tio ns to what they ackno wledge is the 
“ uphill battle” against Demo cratic 
no minee Jimmy Carter. 
F o r d ’s ca m p a ign a id e s are 
dedicated to the pro po sitio n that the 
P resident’s first duty is to get 
himself re-elected. To this end, they 
are drafting a secret battle plan, 
which they ex pect him to use in the 
campaign. Our so urces hav e seen 
preliminary drafts o f the plan which 
they hav e summarized fo r us. 
The Fo rd fo rces are still div ided 
o v er wh eth er to co n du ct a n atio n al o r 
a reg io n al camp aig n . So me adv isers 


believ e he sho uld stay in the White 
Ho use and emphasize his ro le as the 
incumbent President. These aides 
ackno wledge candidly that his latest 
campaign endeav o rs hav e been dis­ 
appo inting. 
One co nfidential paper suggests 
the final strategy sho uld be deter­ 
mined by his cho ice o f running mate. 
If he selects an aggressiv e cam­ 
paigner like ex -Treasury Secretary 
Jo hn Co nnally , Fo rd sho uld no t cam­ 
paign activ ely . But if he cho o ses a 
lackluster running mate like Co m­ 
m erce Secretary Ellio t Richardso n, 
the President may be needed o n the 
campaign trail 


His perso nal preference, he has 
to ld senio r White Ho use aides, is “ to 
run a natio nal campaign,” so liciting 
electo ral v o tes in all 5 0 states. But 
many aides, disagreeing, want to 
co ncentrate o n “ selected areas.” 


His astute campaign strategist, 
Stu Spencer, fav o rs the regio nal ap­ 
pro ach. ‘‘The President must pick 
o ff so me o f the big o nes in the 
Midwest to win the e le c tio n ,” 


Spencer has adv ised. 
“ We can t 
blanket the natio n ” He has men­ 
tio ned Illino is, Indiana, Michigan, 
Ohio , Pennsy lv ania and Wisco nsin 


Fo rd has the best chance o f 
beating Carter in the Midwestern 
states, in the o pinio n o f mo st cam­ 
paign aides. They also wo uld like 
him to make a special effo rt to pick 
up a few o f the heav ily po pulated 
states, such as Califo rnia, New 
Jersey and Pennsy lv ania. 
Despite Carter s appeal in the 
So uth, so me Fo rd strategists, in­ 
c l u d i n g Spencer, hav e co unseled 
against writing o ff the So uth. They 
also believ e the President can win 
so me o f the bo rder states. But they 
hav e little ho pe o f winning New Yo rk 
and will adv ise Fo rd, therefo re, no t 
to waste to o much time there. 


Th e Presiden t’s strateg ists believ e 
Jimmy Carter is v u ln erable, desp ite 
h is cu rren t fo rmidable lead in th e 
p o p u larity p o lls. Th ey will try to 
cap italize o n wh at th ey describe as 
‘‘a v ag u e feelin g o f u n ease abo u t 
Carter.”

From the Biblical soothsay ers to 
Burg ess’ “ A Clockwork Orang e and 
Paul Ehrlich's “ The Population 
Bomb,” propheteenng has alway s 
been an ex citing and lucrativ e past­ 
ime. Today , because we like labels, 
we call this Futurism Wells (“ Mind 
at the End of Its Tether ” ), Hux ley 
(“ Bra v e 
New 
W orld” ), 
Capek 
( “ R .U .R .” ), 
T offler 
( “ Future 
Shock” ), Herbert (“ Dune” ), Azi­ 
mov (“ Foundation Trilog y ") — the 
list is endless of writers looking into 
the future, some with hope, others 
with none. 
One of the former is Herman 
Kahn, director of the cry stal-g azing 
Hudson Institute, whose recent book,

DEAR DR LAMB - 1 am a male 
6 7 y ears old, 6 feet tall and weig ht 
18 6 pounds. Is that too much0 I’m in 
ex cellent health I smoke a pack of 
cig arettes a week and drink an oc­ 
casional cocktail or beer. 
When I ca m e home from a German 
concentration camp in 19 45 a check 
up showed an ulcer — duodenal, per 
forated — which I hav e liv ed with 
since without any medication 
It 
hurts a little ev ery spring and fall, 
but a g ood diet for a'week makes it 
disappear and I can eat and drink 
any thing I want ag ain So, why am I 
g oing to hav e a heart attack and 
what can 1 do about it0 
1 am v ery calm and g et 10 minutes 
of ex ercise ev ery morning , plus jog g ­ 
ing 100 y ards. I ask because I hav e 
these beg inning sig as — pains in the 
le ft a rm nea r the elbow and 
sometimes little pains in the chest 
(but it could be pain from the ulcer 
— rig ht?). 
I can stop smoking any time I want 
to, but what can I drink if coffee, tea 
and chocolate drinks are out? I drink 
three to four g la sses of milk ev ery 
day I certainly would like to read 
y our adv ice in our paper 
DEAR READER — If we assume 
that y our blood pressure is normal at 
135 and y our cholesterol nornjal at 


210, y ou hav e 11.8 chances in a 
hundred of dev eloping coronary 
heart disease within the nex t six 
y ears That assumes that y ou hav e a 
normal electroca rdiog ra m , don't 
hav e diabetes or some other medical 
finding If y ou didn’t smoke at all y ou 
would hav e only 7 .9 chances in 100 of 
this problem 
Notice that I made two v ery im 
portant assumptions, that y our blood 
pressure and cholesterol were nor­ 
mal These two factors and cig arette 
smoking are the important ones that 
y ou can do something about. 
If y ou want to decrea se y our 
chances of hav ing a heart attack I 
would recommend that y ou stop 
smoking , and if y ou hav e any ex cess 
fat at all under y our skin that y ou 
should g o on a sensible diet until it is 
all g one 
It really doesn’t matter 
what the reading on the sca les is or 
how tali y ou are What counts is how 
much fat y ou hav e under the skin and 
y ou can tell that with a little realistic 
self-ex amination People who g et rid 
of the fat or nev er dev elop it in the 
first place hav e a better chance of 
hav ing a lower blood pressure and 
lower cholesterol lev els. 
What can y ou drink? Water is still 
used by some primitiv e people and is 
surprising ly g ood a t quenching 


thirst You can drink fortified skim 
milk and not hav e a hig h intake of fat 
or cholesterol. You could drink fruit 
juices as long as y ou don’t drink so 
much that y ou ov erdo y our calorie 
intake People who like a hot coffee 
like bev erag e can use Postum You 11 
find it tastes better if y ou use less 
than is recommended on the jar in 
the brewing of y our cup of Postum 
You ca n’t tell what ill defined 
chest pains mean You should see a 
doctor and find out. They can be 
from m usculo-skeleta l disorders, 
dig estiv e compalints, ev en arthritis 
or from heart conditions.

Pvt. Chales A Garland, 
fired a single shot that hit Plummer 
in the upper left chest and felled him 
about 60 feet from the eight-foot 
fence he had scaled along Pennsylva­ 
nia Avenue 
Plum m er's name was not 
in­ 
cluded on a list of about 38.000 
persons considered a potential threat 
to government officials, said special 
agent Lewis McClam of the Secret 
Service. He said the agency is un­ 
aware of any grievance Plummer 
might have had against the govt rn 
orient 
“ We re trying to find out the pur­ 
pose. the reasoning of the incident, 
McClam said 
Plummer s father, ( u re se s m . 
Plummer Sr.. identified his son’s 
body at the hospital. Plummer told a 
reporter he was a District of Colum­ 
bia government guard and said:

don t know what happened ' 


A resident of an apartment house 
where Plummer lived for a time 
described him as a “ loner who was 
little known to o th e rs in the 
neighborhood. 
The police said Plummer, a 30- 
year-old Washington cab driver 
reportedly had a criminal record, 
but was not involved in any previous 
intrusions on the W hite House 
grounds. 
A police sergeant said Plummer s 
motive was unknown After talking 
w ith P lu m m e r’s p a re n ts, the 
sergeant said. “ He never indicated 
to them he had any qualms with the 
President.”

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Wants Ford to invoke Taft-Hartley Act 
Reagan urges ' 
cooling off' time in cannery dispute 


«I 
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W A S H IN G T O N (A P ) - As 
negotiations in the California can­ 
nery workers’ strike continue, 
Republican presidential candidate 
Ronald Reagan is urging President 
Ford to impose a cooling-off period 
in the dispute, which could imperil 
California's vast fruit harvest. 
The two sides in the 6-day-old 
strike spent 13 hours with an official 
of the Federal Mediation and Con­ 
ciliation Service on Sunday, and the 
talks were scheduled to resume this 
morning. 
A mediation service 
spokesman had no report on whether 
negotiators made progress Sunday. 


Reagan, a former governor of 
California, urged Ford on Sunday to 
invoke the Taft-Hartley Act im­ 
mediately in the strike. 


Reagan said the walkout “ at the 
peak of fruit harvesting season 
threatens to bring disaster to 
California agriculture and fuel a new 
round of inflated food prices. 


“ I respectfully request him to act 
now in the national interest,” 
Reagan said in a statement directed 
at his GOP rival. 
There was no immediate response 
from the White House. 


After Saturday’s lengthy round of 
talks, the chief federal mediator said 
the discussion was centering on 
money. 
Late Saturday Jam es Scearce, 
national director of the mediation 
service, said he had “ asked both 
sides to review their positions in the 
light of the proposals already 
made ” 
Scearce said the marathon 
negotiations have solved many non­ 
economic issues. “ We are now to the 
hard core economic issues, 
he ad­ 
ded. 
The 30,000 cannery workers 


represented by the Teamsters Union 
went on strike last Tuesday. The 
talks moved to Washington Thurs­ 
day. 
C alifo rn ia Processors In c., 
representing the cannery operators, 
has offered wage increases ranging 
from 93 cents to $1 43 an hour over 
three years. But the unions have 
asked for increases of $3 an hour 
over three years. Wages currently 
average $4.93 an hour. 
Growers say they expect the crop 
to peak in about a week and estimate 
they could lose $2 5 billion if the 
strike lasts indefinitely. 


The walkout has closed 70 Califor­ 
nia canneries that process peaches, 
apricots, pears, tomatoes, grapes 
and other fruits. 
Meanwhile, the head of President 
Ford’s team surveying the economic 
impact of the strike said there has 
been a “ substantial loss” of the 
apricot crop whose harvest period is 
nearly over. 
Charles Brader, deputy director of 
the federal Agricultural Marketing 
Service, added that the tomato crop, 
whose harvest period is just beginn­ 
ing, has been “ sharply affected.' 
Brader and two other officials in­ 


spected much of California’s Central 
Valley Saturday and Sunday. 
Brader, interviewed before return­ 
ing to Washington, described the in­ 
spection as “ an on-ground verifica­ 
tion of some of the things we had 
heard from the growers ’ in the nego­ 
tiations. 
The team is reporting today to 
Agriculture Secretary Earl But*. 
California supplies much of the 
nation’s canned and fresh fruit and 
most of its tomatoes, which are now 
in high demand because of the pop­ 
ularity of piz2a and other sauce dis­ 
hes. 


Racial balance dispute sparks bout 
State legislators 'talk it out/

Patricia Hearst due in court 
to set new date for her trial 


LOS A N G ELES (A P) - New­ 
spaper heiress Patricia Hearst was 
due in court briefly today to set a 
new date for her tnal on criminal 
charges that include assault, robbery 
and kidnaping. 
The trial previously had been 
scheduled to begin today. But it was 
postponed when she was ordered to 
continue a psychiatric evaluation be­ 
ing conducted to help determine her 
sentence on a bank robbery convic­ 
tion in San Francisco. 
U.S. District Court Judge William 
Orrick has extended her stay at the 
Metropolitan Correctional Center in 
San Diego u ntil Oct. 7, so 
presumably her trial will begin after 
that. 


The hearing was to be held in the 
same courtroom as the trial, now be­ 
ing conducted, of Miss Hearst s 
former companions and codefen­ 
dants, William and Em ily Harris. 
Su p erio r Court Ju d g e M ark 
Brandler, who is hearing the Harris 
case, planned to recess their trial 
briefly upon Miss Hearst’s arrivaL 
Superior Court Judge William 
Ritzi has been assigned to handle the 
proceedings in Miss Hearst s case. 
Her appearance comes in the 
midst of a controversy about the 
validity of a tape recording of the 
Harrises and Miss Hearst which the 
prosecution hopes to enter as 
evidence against the Harrises. The 
defense has questioned the tape s 


authenticity and argued the prosecu­ 
tion cannot prove it has not been 
altered. 
However, authorities said they do 
not plan to ask Miss Hearst any ques­ 
tions about the tape recording during 
today's court appearance 
Dep. Dist. Atty. Sam Mayerson 
has said he would probably have to 
grant her immunity to do so, and has 
balked at taking that step. 
Mayerson says the tape contains 
discussion of some of the events 
which led the county grand jury to is­ 
sue an 11-count indictment against 
Miss Hearst and the Harrises in con­ 
nection with a May, 1974 shooting in­ 
cident at an Inglewood sporting 
goods store. 


ESCONDIDO (AP) - Natural gas 
may be responsible for an explosion 
which ripped through an empty home 
here while its occupants were 
vacationing, firemen say. 
Officials said the blast Sunday 
turned the house into a ball of flames 
and rained glass over portions of a 
neighboring country club 
“ All they believe is that natural 
gas ignited,’’ fire department dis­ 
patcher David Dunn said Sunday 
“ They're not sure how the gas es­ 
caped into the house." 


He said fire officials have not ruled 
out the possibility of arson to cover a 
burglary. 
He said damage to the home was 
estimated at more than $60,000 
Officials said the sole injury in the 
3 15 a.m. blast occurred when one 
Escondido fireman was hit by a ceil­ 
ing beam 
Dunn said the fiery explosion left 
nothing of the three-bedroom home 
except the chimney and destroyed 
about one-third of the house next 
door. 


Proposed dam would force 
relocation of 340 persons 


SA C R A M EN T O (A P ) - The 
proposed Parks Bar Dam on the 
Yuba River would force the reloca­ 
tion of 340 persons and take 19,500 
acres off the Yuba County tax rolls, 
says a draft environmental impact 
report. 
The preliminary report was sent to 
a number of organizations over the 
weekend by the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers. Comment was invited. 
The $734 million project was 
authorized in 1966 for the Yuba River 
about 12 miles east of Marysville. It 
would consist of two dams, each 
about 7,000 feet wide. One would be a 
366-loot high concrete dam on the 
Yuba River, and the other a 328-foot 
high earth dam on Dry Creek, a 
tributary 
The resulting lake would cover 
6,640 acres with a 67-mile shoreline, 
and hold 916,000 acre feet of water. 
Also, an afterbay would be built 
three miles downstream to regulate 
releases from a proposed power 
plant. 
The report said the lake would 


cover the old gold town remains at 
Timbuctoo, the Englebright Dam. 
and nearby power plants operated by

Carter Spann, 29, a nephew of 
Democratic presidential candidate 
Jimmy Carter, is a California con 
vict serving 10 years to life in prison 
for two armed robberies, the San 
Francisco Chronicle reported today. 
An officer at the San Francisco 
County Ja il said Spann was serving 
his sentence at the state prison 
facility at Vacaville, but was 
currently kept at the jail here as a 
material witness in another robbery 
case, 
The Chronicle in a copyrighted 
story gave this account 


Records show that Spann has been 
in and out of California prisons since 
1969 when he first moved here from 
the east. 
“ Coming out here was like stepp­ 
ing off the ground onto a carousel, * 
Spann said of bis first days in Los 
Angeles 
He was first jailed after con­ 
victions for car theft and burglary in 
Lot Angeles County, paroled in 1971, 
then returned to prison in 1972 for 
parole violations including posses­ 
sion of a weapon, failure to report to 
his parole officer and reckless driv­ 
ing, the state Department of Correc- 


Uons reported 
Spann testified in San Francisco 
Superior Court last week that while 
in San Quentin Prison from 1972 to 
1975 he commenced a homosexual 
relationship with another inmate, 
Jam es Yarborough. The rela­ 
tionship was continued after their 
release, 
Spann said he had told his mother 
and Carter s sister, Gloria Spann, he 
had received death threats in prison 
when it was learned be planned to 
testify as a prosecution witness. 
“ She told me ‘We re too involved 
in this campaign’ to help ..she told 


me to live my own life 
Spann 
said in the interview. 
The candidate’s press secretary, 
Rex Granum, told the Chronicle that 
be would not comment on Spann s 
complaints of death theats 
“ It’s not the role of the campaign 
to speak on behalf of the candidate s 
sister," he said 
Spann went back into prison last 
month after his conviction for two 
San Francisco armed robberies in 
March, including a $60 stickup from 
a Market Street tavern. The second 
robbery involved the stickup of two 
rooming house employes for an un­ 


specified amount of cash 
Spann 
pleaded guilty to both offenses He 
was sentenced May 26 
Spann said in the interview that at 
the time of the robberies be was “ so 
high on speed and heroin that 1 
couldn’t remember what had hap­ 
pened. It was like 1 was on a roller 
coaster." 
Prison records show that Spann 
was treated to a prison hospital for 
drug addiction in 1974. 
Spann said that before his move to 
California be had spent most of his 
childhood on the Carter family 
peanut farm in Plains, Ga. 


He was born in Americus, Ga. 
near Plains, the only child of Gloria 
Carter and her first husband 
William Hardy When they divorced, 
young William s name was changed 
to Carter, and he lived with his 
grandparents. 
Lillian and James 
Earl Carter, until 1951 when Mrs. 
Carter m arried farm er Walter 
Spann, who adopted the boy 
Commenting about his 1969 move 
to Los Angeles, Spam ruefully toki 
the Chronicle. “ That was one of ray 
biggest mistakes I need to he some­ 
place where things are a little sim­ 
p ler.’’

ABERDEEN. Md. (AP) - The 
steel helmet that World War II GIs 
used to cook rations and wash their 
socks is going the way of the cannon 
ball and Gatling gun 
In emergencies, the old helmet had 
also served as a foxhole digger. 
Researchers at the Army's Human 
Engineering Laboratory here have 
developed a synthetic helmet which 
resembles a cross between what a 
German World War II helmet and 
and the protective headgear now 
worn by motorcyclists. 
Lab officials insist it was not 
modeled after the German helmet, 
but its developers have dubbed it 
“Fritz” because it has a protective 
skirt covering the back of the neck 
The design is an attempt to provide 
more protection and to make the 
helmet fit more comfortably by 
shifting the center of gravity 
backward and toward the center of 
the head, an Army spokesman said. 
Final testing of the new helmet is 
scheduled tor the fall. The Army 
hopes to have it in regular issue by 
11*80 
The sixyear development 
project has cost $2.5 million. 
Critics of the old helmet complain 
that it is heavy, uncomfortable and 
unwieldy Unlike the new headgear, 
the old steel helmet comes in one 
size with a plastic helmet liner. 
•Developed in the 1930 s, the old 
helmet is made of Hadfield steel 
alloy and weighs 56 ounces. Us 
replacement will weigh between 47 
ounces and 53 ounces, depending on 
size, and will be made either ot 
Kevlar, a substance designed by Du­ 
Pont to replace steel cords in 
automobile tires, or fiber glass 
In 1941. the steel pot succeeded the 
llhtter “tin bat” worn during World 
War I 
“ Fritz” wouldn't be suitable for 
cooking stew or digging holes The 
svnthetic materials are not able to 
withstand intense heat and the built- 
in webbing prevents it from being 
uaed as a shovel. 
-"Yes, the steel pot was useful as a 
wash basin,” said one Aberdeen 
researcher “ But that isn’t what a 
helmet is supposed to be

LOGGERHEAD KEY, Fla (AP) 
— At least 30 mammals thought to be 
pilot whales beached themselves 
Sunday on this tiny island in the Gulf 
of Mexico and most died later, of­ 
ficials said today. 
It is the third incident within two 
weeks in which deep-water mam­ 
mals beached themselves in large 
numbers on Gulf Coast beaches or 
sandbars 
Coast Guard spokesman John 
Ralph said the creatures were first 
sighted Sunday afternoon on the 
beach of this island in the Dry Tor- 
tugas chain. 
“None were dead when they first 
were found, but all appeared sick and 
dying,” Ralph said. “Most died by 
this morning, but some are still 
alive.” 
Ralph, based in Key West, said 
communelations with Coast Guard 
personnel on the Dry Tortugas, about 
72 miles west of Key West, were 
difficult and further details were not 
immediately available. 
Last Thursday, five animals at 
first believed to be pilot whales but 
later identified as false killer whales 
beached them selves near Fort 
Myers, about 150 miles northeast of 
the Dry Tortugas. 
One died, but rescuers were able to 
save the other four. The surviving 
whales were taken to a marine at­ 
traction where they were reported in 
good health 
A week earlier, 25 spinner dolphins 
died in a mass beaching near 
Sarasota, 50 miles farther north of 
the Gulf Coast. 
Experts have theorized that a 
parasitic infection is affecting the

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Russians again fail 
to destroy satellite 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
The Russians have suf­ 
fered their third straight 
failure this year in testing 
a 
satellite-destroying 
system, U.S. intelligence 
sources report. 
The latest failure oc­ 
curred July 21 when a Rus­ 
sian Hunter satellite failed 
to stay in orbit, the sources 
say. 
According to U.S. 
specialists, the Hunter 
satellite was sent up to try 
to destroy Russia's Cos­ 
mos 839 satellite which had 
been lofted into orbit 12 
days earlier. 
American analysts say 
they do not know what is 
causing Russia’s apparent 
technical problems. 
The Russian effort to 
develop an operational 
anti-satellite system dates 
back about 10 years and 
has proceeded in fits and 
starts. 
There were only five 
successful launchings out 
of more than 20 attempts 
before testing halted in 
1971. Soviet flight tests re­ 
sumed in February and all 
three attempts since then 
have been flops, U.S. in­ 
telligence sources say.

UC economist 
cites benefits 
of made-jobs 


Forecasts 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
A University of California 
economist says federally 
funded jobs programs do 
provide a quick pick-me-up 
in times of recession. 
Michael 
Wiseman’s 
findings may reassure con­ 
gressmen who last Thurs­ 
day overrode President 
Ford’s veto of a $4 billion 
federal jobs bill. 
However, Wiseman 
based his study not on the 
jobs included in the new 
public works bill, hut on a 
$1.6 billion federal pro­ 
gram that created jobs at 
the city and state levels in 
1974 and 1975. 
Wiseman, who teaches at 
the University of Califor­ 
nia at Berkeley, reached 
no firm conclusion on 
whether job programs 
provide more lift to the 
economy than alternative 
antirecession moves, such 
as increased tax incentives 
in the private sector to ex­ 
pand employment. 
But he found that the 
vast majority of the jobs 
created with federal funds 
would not have existed 
otherwise; over 80 per cent 
of the persons hired had 
not been receiving even un­ 
employment benefits, and 
a third of them were blacks 
and other minorities, who 
have been hit hardest by 
unemployment. 
Most important, ac­ 
cording to Wiseman, the 
programs proved the 
government can create a 
quarter-million jobs within 
six months 
At the height of the 
programs in late 1975, 


about 360,000 persons were 
employed at an average 
salary of about $8.000 a 
year. There were 8 million 
unemployed at that time. 
Among the drawbacks 
cited by Wiseman were 
that one-fifth of those hired 
already had job?, a c­ 
cording to one study. Also, 
about 10 per cent of the 
jobs would have been 
created anyway by local 
governments without the 
federal subsidy. And he 
found that unskilled people 
benefited least from the 
program 
The Brookings Institu­ 
tion released Wiseman’s 
study Sunday in one of its 
periodic reports on the 
economy. 
His findings prompted 
Arthur M Okun, a senior 
Brookings fellow and 
onetime chief economic 
adviser to President 
Lyndon B 
Johnson, to 
raise his estimate of the 
value of the public jobs 
program. 
“I think I started out 
with a pretty skeptical 
view, 
commented Okun. 
Now, judging the program 
on an academic basis, "I’d 
give it a B

His take home pay would 
be 30 tim es more than it is 
now. and he would get free 
food and shelter, which he 
doesn't get now 
For Hagry is the lowest 
man on Egypt’s economic , 
ladder, a day laborer who 
is an immigrant in his own 
country, his sunup to sun­ 
down efforts can be had for 
40 cents a day, of which he 
has to pay half for food and 
drink provided by bis 
employer. 
It costs $6 a day to hire a 
water buffalo, frequently 
used in agricultural or con­ 
struction projects. This 
condition

finished business for the 
Egyptian revolution of 24 
years ago, one of whose 
basic aims was to make a 
man worth more than an 
animal 
Struggling to propel the 
country out of poverty, the

Joyce Brothers 
Fight nervous habit 


DEAR DR. BROTH­ 
ERS: It never bothered me 
that I’ve always been a 
nail-biter until I met and 
fell in love with a boy. 
Now, I’m em barrassed 
because my hands always 
look so terrible. He’s never 
said anything but some­ 
times I catch him looking 
at my fingers. I also run 
my fingers through my 
hair and pull it. And this 
draws attention to my 
hands, making m atters 
worse. I do want to be 
liked. Trying to break 
these habits only makes 
me nervous. What can I 
do? - W. R. 


Dear W. R.: Usually 
nail-b itin g and 
hair- 
twisting or pulling are 
symptoms of anxiety and 
nervousness. You want to 
stop these habits which are 
a manifestation of your 
nervousness, but you want 
to get rid of the ner­ 
vousness too. Sometimes 
the root of the problem and 
the symptoms are so inter­ 
twined that it’s difficult to 
tell where one stops and 
the other begins. 
F irst, observe what 
situations are apt to trigger 
the nail-biting or hair-tug­ 
ging. Write these down and 
find ways that will make 
you feel more comfortable 
in these situations. This 
will take time. Right now, 
substitute a less offensive 
habit. Instead of biting 
your nails, push your hands 
to your sides and clench 
your fists. 
Then jot down the actions 
that accompany or con­ 
ceal the nail-biting. If you 
cup your hands for in­ 
stance, and hold it near 
your face, try forming a 
counter-habit. Getting rid 
of the accompanying ac­ 
tion, such as cupping your 
hand near your face, will 
help you avoid nail-biting. 


Your hand won’t be near 
your face and you will be 
forced to think before 
lifting it to your mouth. 
Analyze and break up the 
sequence of events that 
lead to the nail-biting. 
When you become more 
aware of what you’re do­ 
ing, you’ll find it easier to 
control your behavior. 
At the start of the chain 
of actions that lead to nail- 
biting, begin the competing 
action — clenching your 
fis t, co u n tin g to 10, 
reaching for a pencil. Let a 
friend in on your campaign 
and practice with her. Pre­ 
tend you’re in a situation 
where your habit would oc­ 
cur and think of how you’re 
going to react in a new 
way. Don't hesitate to ask 
friends to remind you if 
you slip, and keep notes so 
you’ll know what situations 
are likely to make you 
resume the old habits. 
These are only sugges­ 
tions for altering the symp­ 
toms of anxiety. What is 
perhaps more important is 
increasing your self-esteen 
and developing your poten­ 
tial. If you understand and 
appreciate yourself, others 
will like you. 


DEAR DR. BROTH­ 
ERS: My husband kids our 
15-year~old son because he 
doesn’t like to date girls. 
I’m afraid the kidding will 
d e s tro y 
o u r 
s o n ’s 


friendship with his dad and 
it might make him afraid 
that he’s homosexual. I 
don’t see why he has to be 
rushed into something he’s 
not ready for but my hus­ 
band feels it’s important.

Dear T.T.: Your husband 
may not realize that when 
he "kids” his son as you 
describe, he’s behaving in 
an aggressive, hostile man­ 
ner. Teasing usually car­ 
ries a certain amount of 
anger and the person who 
is teased is the victim. This 
can damage the relation­ 
ship between father and 
son because no one enjoys 
being the butt of a joke or 
the object of laughter. 
Children need to extend, 
rather than shorten their 
childhood 
Psychological­ 
ly, the young adolescent is 
still a child and there’s no 
way to rush his emotional 
maturation. If he’s pushed 
into growing up too fast, he 
may remain a child. 
It would be wise to en­ 
courage your husband to 
examine his own motives 
more closely when he tries 
to push his son into prema­ 
ture dating. It is quite nor­ 
mal for a 15-year-old to 
feel more com fortable 
with member of his own 
sex and he should be al­ 
lowed to develop at his rate 
of speed.

PORTLAND. Ore. (AP) 
— You’re In the kitchen 
and your infant child 
crawls unnoticed out the 
door and tumbles into the 
swimming pool. Instant 
tragedy, right? 
Not necessarily, says 
Gay Lee. a sprightly 65- 
year-old woman who has 
spent much of her adult life 
teaching infants and han­ 
dicapped children how to 
swim and survive in water. 
She has done what many 
people have considered 
impossible — taught in­ 
fants just out of the cradle 
how to swimn even how to 
jump off a diving board. 
“I got the idea back in 
1954 after reading a story 
in the paper about a grand­ 
mother who was babysit­ 
ting two kids, both under 2, 
who wandered off and fell 
into a swimming pool and 
drowned,” she said. “It 
shouldn’t have happened ” 
She then launched her 
own survival program, 
determined to prevent 
similar tragedies, and 
began teaching infants to 
turn over on their backs 
and cry for help the mo­ 
ment they hit water. 
“They don’t like being on 
their backs anyway, so 
they cry.” explains Mrs 
Lee. a longtime swimming 
instructor from Milwaukie 
in the Portland suburbs 
Mrs. Lee. who didn't 
learn to swim until the age 
of 30, has r e c e i v e d 
numerous local, state and 
regional awards for her ac­ 
complishments in working 
with the handicapped and 
initiating infant swimming 
survival techniques. 
She has taught thousands 
of youngsters and adults 
how to swim She has taken 
many children who could 
hardly walk — crippled, 
palsied, amputees — and 
turned them into good 
swimmers. 
She has demonstrated 
her techniques across the 
c ount ry, even i n t e r ­ 
nationally. Film crews 
followed her through the 
Scandinavian countries on 
a demonstration tour, and 
several African ne w­ 
spapers covered her swim­ 
ming lessons m the pool of 
the Nairobi Hilton 
But swimming lessons 
are over, at least tem­ 
porarily, for Mrs Lee, who 
is now fighting for her own 


survival against cancer. 
She suffered a back injury 
in a fall at home last Feb­ 
ruary and was hospital­ 
ized. 
An X-ray then revealed a 
maglignant tumor of her 
spine. She’s been hospital­ 
ized ever since 
She says she’s not as con­ 
cerned about dying as she 
is being away from the kids 
she taught. 
“I just want to get out of 
here so I can get back to 
my swimming pool,” she 
says. “We — my late hus­ 


band and I — never had any 
children I guess the good 
Lord didn’t give me any so 
I could love many.”

Syrian producer takes Peckinpah's 
advice, feels his epic will be hit 


LOS A N G ELES (A F) - 
The gospel according to 
Sam Peckinpah 
" If you 
want to become a film 
maker, don’t screw around 
with menial jobs. Start at 
the top: be a producer- 
director and make your 
own film ." 
Once a film student at 
U C L A 
and 
U SC , 
Moustapha Akkad fol­ 
lowed the advice of the 
hardbitten Peckinpah. The 
result is the $17 million 
epic "Mohammad — Mes­ 
senger of God," which 
Akkad produced and di 
rected through a series of 
troubles that would have 
frayed the nerves of a Job. 
"But I think it has been 
worth it," said Akkad, 
making final cuts for the 
July 29 premiere in London 
‘There are 700 million 
Moslems in the world, and 
there is great interest in 
the Middle East for the 
film. 
"There is also a curiosity 
about the title and the sub­ 
ject in the West. My pic­ 
ture won t be a ‘Jaw s,’ but 
I think it w ill be well 
received here. There 
seems to be a return to 
spirituality today, as the 
machine is taking over. I 
think people in the western 
world will be interested in 
learning about the Moslem 


religion. Nobody here 
knows that Islam believes 
in Christ, in Noah, and all 
the prophets, in the 
virginity of M ary." 
Not that "Mohammad — 
Messenger of God" is a 
religious tract. It is a full- 
scale spectacle with 
Anthony Quinn as the 
warrior-disciple Hamza, 
Michael Ansara as Meccan 
leader Bu-Sofyan, Irene 
Papas as his wife, plus the 
Demillean cast of thou­ 
sands. 
Moustapha Akkad was 
born 43 years ago in Alep­ 
po, Syria, attended the 
American college there 
and came to California to 
learn film making. After 
graduating he learned the 
b itter truth of 1950s 
Hollywood: there were no 
jobs for film students. 
Then he found work with 
Peckinpah on “ Ride the 
High Country" and learned 
the invaluable advice. 
Akkad produced and 
directed TV documen­ 
taries, 
notably "Cesar’s 
W o rld ” 
w ith 
C e sa r 
Roinero. Then in 1970 the 
film maker decided to go 
for broke. He commis­ 
sioned British writer H. A. 
L. Craig ("Waterloo") to 
w rite a scrip t about 
Mohammad 
"W e bad one m ajor 


problem: 
the 
Islam ic 
relig io n 
forb id s 
the 
portrayal of Mohammad." 
said Akkad " I solved that 
by having the camera act 
as the eyes of Mohammad. 
He is never seen, nor does 
he speak, but you feel his 
presence as the action 
swirls around him. " 
Financing the film was 
the easiest part, Akkad 
claimed. The initial $10 
m illio n cam e “ from 
sources in the United 
States, Kuw ait, Saudi 
Arabia, Libya and Moroc­ 
co." Akkad had an am­ 
bitious plan: to make two 
versions simultaneously, 
one with an English- 
speaking cast, the other 
Arabic. That was one of the 
factors that stretched the 
budget to the breaking 
point. 
A $700,000 replica of 
Mecca was thrown up near 
Marrakesh, Morocco, and 
Akkad began filming in 
late 1974. Progress was 
slow. He was working with 
40 members of each cast, 
crowds of 5.000, a 30(k 
person crew that included 
28 nationalities, filming en­ 
tirely on location amid 
sandstorms and other mis­ 
haps of nature.

Akkad reports great interest in the Mid­ 
dle East for the film and points out that there 
are 700 million Moslems in the world. 


" I didn’t realize how 
much longer the Arabic 
version would take," said 
the film maker 
"The 
Arabic language is much 
more flowery, and the ac­ 
tors are more dramatic 
with their gestures.” 


The- severest blow came 
when the film makers were 
expelled from Morocco 
because, said Akkad, “ K- 
ing Hassan had been pres­ 
sured by religious ex­ 
tremists who threatened 
trouble because of the 
film ." Mecca and the en­ 
tire "Mohammay” com­ 
pany was moved by rail, 
air and boat to Tripoli in 
Libya, where the movie 
was completed in May 
1975. 


Akkad finished post- 
production in London, and 
M aurice Ja rre (" L a w ­ 
rence of Arabia" and "D r. 
Zhivago") composed the 
score. He had to stretch his 
music for the Arabic ver­ 
sion, which runs 20 min­ 
utes longer than the Eng­ 
lish-language three hours. 
Akkad is now negotiating 
for distributors in the west­ 
ern world, plans to release 
it with his own organiza­ 
tion in Islamic countries

Comic to spice 
variety series 


UXS A N G ELES (A P) - 
George Carlin has this kind 
of mind "E ve r noticed." 
he asks, "there aren’t 
many guys in China named 
Rusty?" A short pause.

In September, the 39- 
year-old comic starts a 13- 
week gig on CBS’ "Tony 
Orlando and Dawn." doing 
a five-minute monologue 
each week.

WINDSOR, Ont. (A P) - 
Is Je rry Pate the next Jack 
Nicklaus? 
There are many who 
would argue there may 
never be another golfer as 
good as Nicklaus — who 
has won 75 tournaments in 
his fabled career. 
But the way Pate has 
blossomed as a rookie on 
the Professional Golfers’ 
Association tour this year, 
one 
c a n ’t 
help 
but 
speculate. 
Pate, the 22-year-old 
Floridian who won the U.S. 
Open last month, added the 
third national cham ­ 
pionship to his collection 
Sunday by running away 
with the $200,000 Canadian 
Open 
He fired an Essex Golf 
and Country Club course 
record of seven-under-par 
63 in his final round for a 
13-under 267 total, beating 
Nicklaus by four strokes. 
The $40.000 top prize 
brought Pate’s winnings to 


a rookie-record $128.482. 
He joined the tour last fall. 
It was the fourth time 
Nicklaus was runner-up in 
the Canadian Open, the 
only n ational ch am ­ 
pionship he hasn’t won. 
I^ast year he lost to Tom 
Weiskopf in a sudden-death 
playoff. 


Like Pate, Nicklaus won 
the U.S Open as a rookie, 
in 1962 He is a two-time 
U.S. Amateur champion, a 
title Pate grabbed in 1974. 
“ It would be pretty tough 
to be on top like he always 
is,” Pate said of Nicklaus, 
“ but I ’m gonna try.” 


Nicklaus shot a 65 Sun­ 
day. Yet Pate, a former 
All-American from the 
U niversity of Alabama, 
turned on the afterburners 
and destroyed Nicklaus, 
Lyn Lott, third-round 
leader Bob Wynn and 
everyone else. 
“ It just seemed like 
every shot I hit was right 


at the flag,” Pate said. 
“ And I always had the 
right club.. I told my caddy 
if I can birdie the first hole 
I ’m gonna win this thing ” 
Pate — youngest to win 
the tourney — not only bir- 
died the first hole, but the 
third, fifth, ninth, 10th, 
11th, 15th and 16th as well. 
He bogeyed the par three 
12th. He shot 69-37-68 the 
first three days for a 
tourney total of 267. 


Besides Nicklaus at 271, 
Pate’s closest challengers 
were Lott at 274, Ed Sneed 
at 275, Wynn and Bob 
Eastwood at 277. Wynn, 
who had an eight-under 202 
after 54 hoies. shot a five- 
over 75 in the finale over 
the classy, 6,696-yard 
course. 
Only 17 golfers from the 
final field of 79 shot par 280 
or better for the four days 
— despite ideal course con­ 
ditions and weather. 
Arnold Palm er, whose 


first tour triumph was the 
1955 Canadian Open ami 
who w as among the 
leaders much of the way 
this year, wound up at 281, 
as did Weiskopf. British 
Open champ Johnny M iller 
shot 278. 
“ See you next year at 
Glen Abbey.” 
Nicklaus 
told reporters. “ If I can t 
win at any of these course, 
maybe I can win at my 
own.’’ 
The tourney — which 
drew 75,000 spectators this 
year, with 21,500 Sunday — 
w ill be held permanently 


beginning next year at the 
Nicklaus-designed Glen 
Abbey course in Toronto. 
“ This week I've played 
better than I have in 75 per 
cent of the tournaments 
I ’ve won,” he said. “ In bet­ 
ter than 90 per cent of 
those I ’ve won I would 
have won with the score I 
had here.’’ 
Ben Crenshaw, who won 
$5.250 for his seventh-place 
tied at 278, took over the 
tour moneywinning lead 
from Hubert Green with 
$190.401. Green passed up 
the Canadian Open.

Ramirez gets a chance to 
test his theory tonight 
when he meets Connors in 
the finals of the $125,000 
W ashington S ta r In ­ 
te rn a tio n a l 
T en n is 
Championships 
The win­ 
ner takes home $20.000 and 
the loser $10,000 
Ramirez, the No. 5 seed, 
gained the final round with 
an easy 6-2, 6-2 victory 
over Brian Fairlie of New 
Zealand Sunday, while top- 
ranked Connors breezed to 
a 6-2, 6-1 triumph over Ray 
Moore of South Africa. 
Each match lasted only a 
little over one hour 
Following the victory. 
Ramirez was asked about 
Connors’ comment that he 
likes being on top because 
his upponents need to go 
all-out to defeat him 
“ In 1974, when he was 
playing his best, maybe 
you needed to play 110 per 
cent to beat him ,” said 
Ramirez. “ It’s not so any 
more So many guys have 
been beating him, and they 
weren t all playing 110 per 
cent 
“ When I beat him. 1 
played well, but not 110 per 
cent,” he said. “ 1 just 
played weil. as have the 
others, such as (Eddie) 
Dibbs and (Adriano) Pan- 
atta.’* 
Ramirez said he has 


beaten Connors twice and 
lost to him three or four 
times. Last December, in 
their most recent meeting, 
Ramirez defeated Connors 
in Mexico City during 
Davis Cup play. 
Ramirez said, however, 
that Connors cannot be 
taken lightly or be con­ 
sidered just another player 
in a tournament 


“ You just can t play one 
pattern with him,” he said. 
"You can’t think you can 
overpower him. You have 
to do different things, like 
dinkmg him. ” 
On the other hand, Con­ 
nors. who now calls Las 
Vegas his home, says he 
doesn't plan to change his 
style against Ramirez. 
“ Everybody knows how I 
play,” he said “ I play the 
same as I did on my 
backyard court when I was 
14. 1 don't scout anybody 


and I doubt if they scout 
me anymore. ” 
Connors also would like 
to throw out his last 
meeting with Ramirez dur­ 
ing the Davis Cup, es­ 
pecially when a newsman 
suggested that conditions 
in the nation’s capital this 
week — hot and muggy on 
the clay court — were 
sim ilar to those in Mexico 
City. 


“ No way.” he said “ In 
Mexico, there was red 
clay, heavy balls and Mex­ 
ican linemen. Everything 
was Mexican, even the 
food I ate was Mexican. It 
isn’t the same.” 
Connors agreed that 
Ramirez is one of the top 
clay court players in the 
world, but added that so 
are Hie Nastase; G uil­ 
lerm o Vilas and Bjorn 
Borg, all of whom he has 
defeated.

| Property tax 
I initiative 


Into the vacuum left by the Legislature's failure 
provide tax relief for homeowners has moved 
)s Angeles County Assessor Phil Watson. He is 
;adying another initiative campaign to limit 
property taxes. 
Filed with the state he hopes to have sufficient 
signatures to qualify the m easure by January. Even 
so it wouldn’t go on the ballot until June 1978. It will 
be W atson’s third effort to alter property taxes. He 
m ade unsuccessful attem pts in 1968 and 1972. 


Wratson obviously has concluded the first two 
proposals lost because he attem pted too much 
detail in spelling out other taxes to replace 
revenues which would have been lost. He avoids 
much of this now and his proposal merely places 
property tax limitations. The problem of devising 
substitute taxes is left to others, presumably the 
Legislature. 


As a practical m atter there are only two kinds of 
t^xes which would provide enough revenues to of­ 
fset the losses which would result from his 
proposal. One is income and the other is sales, 
which Watson concedes might have to go to 10 per 
cent. 
Because the Watson proposal will elim inate 
property taxes entirely for those whose homes are 
valued at $20,000 or under and reduce them by at 
teast two-thirds for all others, it undoubtedly will 
find considerable support, initially anyway. 
For the m easure would limit property taxes to IV* 
per cent of m arket value, give a $20,000 exemption 
lor owner occupied homes and an additional 20 per 
cent exemption on all homes 
It would also ban the use of property taxes to 
finance health, w elfare and educational program s. 
This will appeal to those who have long con­ 
tended that property should be taxed only to support 
property related services,such as sewer and w ater 
lines, streets, and police and fire departm ents. 
But the limitation on the use of property taxes 
seems to be the joker. As it stands property taxes 
average slightly under 3 per cent of m arket value. 
Limiting that tax to \Vz per cent would then appear 
to require substantial cutbacks in local government 
costs. However, since more than half the property 
taxes go to health, w elfare and educational 
program s, the net result would be m ore money for 
local government to spend. It is quite apparent that 
Watson is not striking a t what m any believe to be 
the cause of high taxation, the unbridled spending 
by local governments. 
And since Watson does not propose any lim ita­ 
tions on assessed valuations, his proposal offers no 
lung range protections for property owners. Rapid­ 
ly increasing m arket values of homes would soon 
see the tax bills back where they now are and 
¿limbing despite his provision for cost of living in­ 
creases in the exemptions. All that would be ac­ 
complished would be some tem porary relief on 
property taxes in exchange for implied consent to 
raise income, sales an l other taxes. It amounts to a 
move to force a m assive shift of taxes without 
reform and without perm anent relief. 
What the Watson proposal may do, however, is to 
finally spur the Legislature into serious action on 
tax reform with the chances being good for home­ 
owner relief along with some controls over spend­ 
ing by local governments. 
This because Watson has included a little provi­ 
sion which would require a two third m ajority vote 
W the Legislature to enact new or increased taxes 
rather than the simple m ajority now needed. If the 
Jaw m akers fail now to revam p the tax structure 
satisfactorily and the Watson m easure wins ap­ 
proval by the voters, future levying of taxes by the 
Legislature will be far more difficult.

Dear Editor: 
I wonder if Ms 
Dancer of La 
Verne realizes the disservice she is 
doing Mexican-Americans by ad­ 
vocating for them the self-imposed 
apartheid of a separate language and 
a separate culture? 
The reason most commonly given 
for the failure of certain Mexican- 
Americans to take their rightful 
place in our society is ignorance of 
its language. If this is true then how 
can it be of benefit to Mexican» 
American children to encourage 
them in the use of a language which 
is not that of the majority of the peo­ 
ple with whom they will be in close 
contact throughout their lives0 
By this I do not mean that they 
should be deprived of the language of 
their ancestors. The advantages, 
both cultural and material, of being 
bilingual are obvious. But I do mean 
that our public schools are not 
obligated to take over the respon 
sibilities of parents who should long 
before they enter school, teach their 
children the language of the clas­ 
sroom and playgrounds they will 
share with other young Americans. 
Children who are unfortunate 
enough to come from homes where 
our language is not spoken should, of 
course, have special help. But this 
help should be in English, not in 
Spanish. Teaching programs or best- 
books which make them any more 
dependent upon a language which 
has already proven inadequate for 
their needs can make of them aliens 
in their own country. 
No doubt Ms Dancer will reply 
that there are parents who have no 
English to pass on to their children. 
But whose fault is this? For any one 
who wants to learn our language 
there are adult education courses In 
our own area there is the vital 
English program which brings 
teachers into the home itself. 
Parents who refuse to learn the 
language of the country they live m 
have only themselves to blame if 
their children are at a disadvantage 
in the schools of that country. 
Perhaps if they were to do otherwise 
there would be fewer high school 
drop-outs wasting their time in cars 
plastered with La Kaza signs and 
Mexican flags 
Ms Dancer speaks of the pride the 
United States has always taken in 
“ the diversity of its racial groups ’ 
as though Americans prefer the im* 


m ig r a n ts who c h e ris h th e ir 
foreigness by keeping to themselves 
in alien enclaves lest they lose what 
she term s their “ uniqueness 
and 
“conform to a single cultural stan­ 
dard ” 
Personally I feel that we have far 
more reason to be proud of those who 
have added to our American way of 
life the best in their own while taking 
for themselves (and gladly! ) the best 
in ours 
Ms. Dancer quotes freely from the 
1848 Treaty of Guadulupe-Hidalgo 
too freely it seems to me when I 
recall that when I read that docu­ 
m ent in the N ational A rchives 
museum a few months ago I failed to 
see the clause which, according to 
her. entitles Mexican American 
children to special food in school 
cafeterias. She would have us believe 
that its terms remain “ sorely un­ 
fulfilled ” 


But I have lived a lifetime among 
the descendants of the people to 
whom the Treaty Uf Guadalupe of­ 
fered full citizenship and all the 
rights of Americans and found that 
the greater number of those who ac­ 
cepted that offer and claimed those 
nghts by becoming loyal Americans 
are, except for their Spanish sur­ 
names, indistinguishable from their 
fellow Californians. Nor has it been 
necessary for them to sacrifice 
either their Spanish language or 
their Latin culture. 
Ms Dancer also takes exception to 
the fact that Mrs. Becker objects to 
the use of Spamsh-English ballots, 
stating that she “can think of no 
reason other than bigotry or a mis­ 
placed sense of importance for any 
person being insulted by their use.” 
1 am not bigoted nor do 1 suffer from 
a misplaced sense of importance and 
yet 1 agree with Mrs. Becker. No in­ 
dividual who has so little interest in 
the country he Uves in that he does 
not even bother to learn its language 
has a right to cast a vote in the deter­ 
mining of its affairs 1 am not “ in­ 
sulted” as Mrs Becker says that she 
was at the sight of such a dual ballot 
but I would be if I were a Mexican- 
Amencan 
Why, of all the ethnic 
groups, should his be singled out as 
being the one that cannot or will not 
learn to read English ’ 
Ms. Dancer is very articulate and 
seems informed on many subjects, 
so much so, that 1 would like to apply 


to her for some information She 
speaks of “ Numerous countries’ 
which have “ for years supported 
bilingual and even multilingual 
programs ” Will she be so kind as to 
give me the names of these countries 
and teU me whether or not such com­ 
mendable programs are supported, 
as our supposedly faulty ones are, by 
public funds Also I would like to 
know if these other-than-native 
languages are included in the 
curriculum because they are ex­ 
pected to enrich the student cultural­ 
ly, give him a practical advantage in 
the business and professional worlds, 
or because a m inority group 
" d e m a n d s’’ (the word is Ms. 
Dancer’s) their inclusion. 
I am especially interested in bear­ 
ing about this program in Mexico. I 
have traveled the length and breadth 
of that country, with more than a 
casual tourist's interest, and yet 
never once beard of a public sup­ 
ported school that offered English 
courses for the sole benefit of an 
American minority. English m Mex 
ican schools is an elective course, as 
Spanish is in ours, and is designed for 
the Mexican who wants it (and can 
afford it) for his own personal 
enrichment or because it will be of 
use to him in earning his living. 
Another question, and this one 
about the Black Studies program 
with which Ms. Dancer was as­ 
sociated in Michigan; was this 
valuable cultural program conducted 
in English*or in one or more African 
languages7 Would the use of the 
languages of th e ir an cesto rs 
(presuming that most of the class 
w as black) have c on t r ib ut ed 
anything to the meaning fulness of 
the course. and had the students 
demanded that it be taught in these 
languages would Ms Dancer con­ 
sider their “demands” valid ones7 
And about our “ biased ’ history 
books with which, although I am 
something of a reader myself, Ms 
Dancer seems more familiar than I, 
is there in print (even if not in use in 
our schools) a completely unbiased 
text written by what she calls a 
Third World American, namely, 
Blacks, Latinos, Native Americans 
(Indians», and Asian Americans? If 
such a book exists I would like to 
read it. I am sure that its lack of 
prejudice would be most refreshing,

NEW YORK — (NEA) — Jimmy C arter’s strategy is 
clear To convince labor leaders he would be willing to 
see a destruction of right-to-work laws and simultaneous 
ly to reassure non-union working men and employers he 
would not work to abolish, those laws where they exist. 
To convince the anti-abortion groups he personally is 
against abortion and to reassure the pro-abortion advo­ 
cates he would not stand in the way of more liberal abor­ 
tion laws 
To convince women's groups he is in favor of equal 
representation in government, in employment, at Demo­ 
cratic party conventions while standing four-square 
agaiast quotas. 
To convince liberals he is heart and soul with them by 
the selection of Walter Mondale. Hubert Humphrey’s pro­ 
tege from Minnesota as his vice-presidential running 
mate and by repeated assertions he sees eye to eye with 
Mondale on every important issue the two have discuss 
ed 
while reassuring Southerners in particular and 
conservatives generally with repeated reminders that he 
grew up in one of the most conservative communities in 
the South and by insistent references to the importance of 
private industry, financial conservatism, budget balanc 
mg and efficiency. 
To convince those in favor of expanded welfare, 
unemployment and health care programs he is one of 
them by outlining his concept of what needs to be done 
while assuring those concerned with rising government 
expenditures that he will make certain overall spending 
will not be allowed to rise There would, he says, be cuts 
elsewhere to match the increases 
To convince those concerned with military spending 
that he will make impressive cuts in the defense budget, 
while assuring those worried about the rise in Soviet nu­ 
clear power he would work for stronger defense —- speci­ 
fically that he would favor a firm increase in naval 
power 
To convince those disillusioned with government ineffi­ 
ciency that bureaucratic waste will be curbed while 
promising the bureaucracy that its economic needs would 
be met and its political power increased 
To convince those disillusioned with government 
bureaucratic inefficiency and waste while promising the 
government bureaucracy that its economic needs would 
be met and its political power increased 
To convince the unemployed and those who favor more 
government planning and regulation in management of 
the economy through an endorsement of the Humphrev- 
Hawkins unemployment bill, while reassuring those who 
fear such government intervention by expressing strong 
reservations about major aspects of that measure and by 
promising major changes in the regulatory agencies 
To convince those who fear he would be too soft in 
international affairs by threatening the sharpest sort of 
economic retaliation against the Arab nations if they once 
again imposed an oil boycott —■ while reassuring those 
who fear strong action by sharp attacks on Ronald Rea­ 
gan s stance on the Panama C’anai 
The Carter-party unity and harmony at the Democratic 
National Convention was held in place at a cost of sub­ 
merging a good many of the issues and differences with 
hard fisted rulings against floor debate on a series of emo­ 
tional issues, decisions made by the Rules Committee at 
the insistence of C arter’s representative. These differ­ 
ences, however, will not disappear into thin air. What re­ 
mains to be seen is whether Carter can keep them under 
control in the hard campaign that lies ahead. 
The question m the end is whether Carter is a moderate 
who can convince those on opposite sides of important 
questions that he honestly understands and sympathizes 
with each, without offending and alienating the other side 
— or both — in each case Thus far he has been remarka­ 
bly successful in this attempt. But as each sector of the 
public asks increasingly pointed and precise questions — 
demanding less philosophy and more details on exact 
programs — Carter the candidate will face his most diffi­ 
cult moments. 
From now on, whatever Carter says to one group will be 
televised for all groups to see and hear — including those 
with diametrically opposite views

The war of nerves over the 
Republican presidential nomination 
has readied Us final stages 
The public, caught up in the 
drama, is watching in fascination as 
Gerald Ford and Ronald Reagan 
struggle for the last few delegates 
There have been bitter, conflicting 
claims from both camps 
But in the backrooms of President 
Ford’s campaign headquarters, his 
lop political strategists are behaving 
as if the nomination has already been 
won They have turned their atten­ 
tions to what they acknowledge is the 
“ uphill battle” against Democratic 
nominee Jimm y Carter 
F o r d ’s c a m p a i g n a id es a re 
dedicated to the proposition that the 
P resident's first duty is to get 
himself re-elected To this end, they 
are drafting a secret battle plan, 
which they expect him to use in the 
campaign Our sources have seen 
preliminary drafts of the plan which 
they have summarized for us. 
The Ford forces are still divided 
over whether to conduct a national or 
a regional campaign Some advisers 


believe he should slay in the White 
House and emphasize his role as the 
incumbent President. These aides 
ac knowledge candidly that his latest 
campaign endeavors have been dis­ 
appointing. 
One confidential paper suggests 
the final strategy should be deter- 
nuned by lus choice of running mate 
If he selects an aggressive cam ­ 
paigner like ex Treasury Secretary 
John Connally, Ford should not cam ­ 
paign actively. But if he chooses a 
lackluster running mate like Com­ 
merce Secretary Elliot Richardson, 
the President may be needed on the 
campaign trail. 


His personal preference, he has 
told senior White House aides, is “ to 
run a national campaign, 
soliciting 
electoral votes in all 50 states But 
many aides, disagreeing, want to 
concentrate on 
selected areas ” 


His astute campaign strategist. 
Stu Spencer, favors the regional ap­ 
proach "The President must pick 
off some of the big ones in the 
M idwest to win the electio n ,“ 


Spencer has advised 
“ We cant 
blanket the nation ” He has men­ 
tioned Illinois, Indiana, Michigan 
Ohio, Pennsylvania and Wisconsin 


Ford has the best chance of 
beating Carter in the Midwestern 
states, in the opinion of most cam ­ 
paign aides They also would like 
him to make a spec ial effort to pick 
up a few of the heavily populated 
states, such as California, New 
Jersey and Pennsylvania 
Despite Carter s appeal in the 
South, some Ford strategists, in­ 
c l u d i n g Spencer, have counseled 
against writing off the South They 
also believe the President can win 
some of the border states. But they 
have little hope of winning New York 
and will advise Ford, Lherelure, not 
to waste too much time there 


The President’s strategists believe 
Jimmy Carter is vulnerable, despite 
his current formidable lead in the 
popularity polls They will try to 
capitalize on what they describe as 
“a vague feeling of unease about 
Carter

Nothing has come 
of that. 
I myself endeavored to get some action through 


the service officer of a local veterans’ organization 
but nothing has been heard from him. 
My patience has worn thin. 1 will greatly ap­ 
preciate any assistance you can render. — Mrs.

His chances of heart disease 
DEAR DR LAMB - I am a male 
67 years old. 6 feet tall and weight 
186 pounds. Is that too much" I m in 
excellent health I smoke a pack of 
cigarettes a week and drink an oc­ 
casional cocktail or beer. 
When 1 came home from a German 
concent ration camp in 1945 a check 
up showed an ulcer — duodenal, per 
forated — which I have lived with 
since without any medication 
It 
hurts a little every spring and fall, 
but a good diet for a week makes it 
disappear and I can eat and drink 
anything I want again So. why am I 
going to have a heart attack and 
what can 1 do about it? 
1 am very calm and get 10 minutes 
of exercise every morning, plus jogg­ 
ing 100 yards I ask because I have 
these beginning signs — pains in the 
left arm near the elbow and 
sometimes little pains in the chest 
(but it could be pain from the ulcer 
— rl®tot? > 
I can slop smoking any Ume 1 want 
to, but what can I drink if coffee, tea 
and chocolate drinks are out? I drink 
three to four glasses of milk every 
day I certainly would like to read 
your advice m our paper 
DEAR READ ER — If we assume 
that your blood pressure is normal at 
135 and your cholesterol nurnptl at 


210. you have 118 chances in a 
hundred of developing coronary 
heart disease within the next six 
years That assumes that you have a 
normal electrocardiogram, don t 
have diabetes or some other medical 
finding If you didn’t smoke at all you 
would have only 7.9 chances in 100 of 
this problem. 
Notice that I made two very tin 
porlant assumptions that your blood 
pressure and cholesterol were nor­ 
mal These two factors and cigarette 
smoking are the important ones that 
you can do something about 
If you want to decrease your 
chances of having a heart attack 1 
would recommend that you stop 
smoking, and if you have any excess 
lat at all under your skin that you 
should go on a sensible diet until it is 
ail gone It really doesn t matter 
what the reading on the scales is or 
how tali you are W hat counts is how 
much fat you have under the skin and 
you can tell that with a little realistic 
self-examination People who get rid 
of the fat or never develop it in the 
first place have a better chance of 
having a lower blood pressure and 
lower cholesterol levels 
What can you drink? Water is suit 
used by some primitive people and is 
surprisingly good at quenching 


thirst You can drink fortified skim 
milk and not have a high intake of fat 
or cholesterol You could drink fruit 
juices as long as you don’t drink so 
much that you overdo your calorie 
intake People who like a hot coffee 
like beverage can use Pustum You 11 
find it tastes better if you use less 
than is recommended on the jar in 
the brewing of your cup of Postum 
You can't tell what ill defined 
chest pains mean You should see a 
doctor and find out. They can be 
from muscuio-skeletai disorders, 
digestive compalints. even arthritis 
or from heart conditions It is a good 
idea to have a good examination and 
find out which of these is the real 
cause.
